Washington, July 10 — Peace by ne- 
gotiation and perpetual reconciliation 
among nationa Is the German Relchtag 
program, according to reports to the 
State Department today. 

An outline of the program of the 
Relchatag, mainly center Progres- 
sives and Social Democrats, la re- 
ported to be: 

"On August 4, 1914, the following 
words were spoken from the throne: 
'We are Impelled by no thoughts of 
conquest.' 

"On this platform the German peo- 
ple stand today. Germany has token 
up arms only in the defense of her 
liberty and Independence and for the 
protection of her territory. 

Against Annexations 

"The Reichstag aspires to peace by 
negotiations and perpetual reconcil- 
iation among nations. With such a 
peace as this, annexation and all po- 
litical, Industrial and financial meas- 
ures undertaken by violence are in- 
compatible. 

"The Reichstag disapproves all 
plana which lead to Isolation and en- 
mity among the peoples after the war. 

"The freedom of the seas must be 
secured. Only an Industrial peace 
will pave the way for a friendly In- 
tercourse among nations. 

Will Fight to End 

"So long as the enemy governments 
refuse peace on thla basis Just so long 
will the German people stand together 
as one man, fighting until her own 
and her allies' right to live and de- 
velop shall be assured. 

"In its unity the German people 
stand unconquerable. The Reichstag 
feela itself to be one with the men in 
battle who have heroically guarded 
tho front." 

This program will be laid before 
the Reichstag, Chancellor Michaelis 
must address himself to It soon. 

ANDEISON DIES 

I« k N. Division Superintendent Suc- 
cumbs to Wonnds Inflicted Sun- 
day— Burial Thursday. 

Paris, Ky., July 18— As a result ol 
wounds, self-inflicted Sunday morning, 
W. H. Anderson, 68 years old, super- 
intendent of the Kentucky Central di- 
vision of the L. & N. railroad, with 
headquarters here, died thla mornluv 
at 3:21) o'clock at the Massie Memorial 
hospital. Mr. Anderson was one ot 
the best known railroad officials >« 
Kentucky and a popular and highly es- 
teemed official, whose tragic death Is 
deeply deplored. 

He was a native of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., and came to Paris about thirty 
years ago as telegraph operator for 
the L. ft N. By his ability and effic- 
iency he rose to the important posi- 
tion of superintendent of the division 
which position he had filled for the 
last ten years with signal success. 

Besides his wife, Mrs. Lucy Alex 
ander Anderson, who is a great niece 
of Jefferson Davis, he is survived by 
his mother, Mrs. George Anderson, it 
Parkersburg; three sisters, Mrs. Lack- 
ney, and Miss Ivy Anderson, also of 
Parkersburg; Mra. Cllnck, of Fremont, 
Ohio, and two brothers, Edward and 
Jamea Anderson, also of Parkersburg, 
The body will lie in state at the Bap- 
tlat church here until the funeral 
Thursday afternoon at 4 o'clock, which 
"will be conducted by Rev. D. R. Man 
gum, pastor of that congregation. In 
terment will be In the Paris cemetery.

PRODUCTION AND REVENUE 



The experience <>f the United States in the world war is not like- 
ly to be uiiy different from that of any of our allies. We have, how- 
ever, some advantages over them in the opening days of our belli- 
gerency in that we begin war with our industries well organized, fair- 
ly well speeded up, and production proceeding upon empirical knowl- 
edge gained at the expense of the European nations to whom we have 
been supplying war material. Our own participation in the war de- 
mands, in the first instance and as a continuity, not only the main- 
tenance of our industrial organizations, but the increase of our pro- 
ductive acitivity. 

In other words, we must now not only continue to supply our 
allies with war material which they are pledged to purchase from us 
to the extent, at least, of the sum of our loans to them, which sum 
already runs to over a billion dollars, but we must also supply our- 
selves with the war equipment which three years of pacific lethargy 
on the part of the administration bus prevented us from accumulat- 
ing. 

To, pay for this vast supply of material for ourselves and to pro- 
vide the money for the constant financial assistance which our allies 
will need, means that federal revenues must he continually alignment, 
ed. Can production and revenue be made to march together'.' 

S ure ly_iJ- incentives are offered to all producers, both large and 
small, to keep their production energies at the peak of activity. 

But surely not— if a dead line of prices or of profits is to be es- 
tablished, and especially if the government, by commandeering, is 
to enter itself upon the untried field of manufacturing under the di- 
rection of. clerks selected either by the civil service methods or be- 
cause of their political activities. The first course would destroy all 
incentive to increased production. stiHe all attempt at mechanical or 
inventive development, and lead to unexampled depreciation in fac- 
tory values; while the other alternative woidd be productive of un- 
heard-of expense, would result in a lessened output, and would' be 
Ueadly in all its aspects. 

Neither of these alternatives, however, can be applied to the con- 
duct of American business except through the enactment of laws by- 
Congress. On the other hand, the first and most desirable result may 
be had without legislative action and through the operation of the 
law of supply and demand. In a free market, wherein our govern- 
ment, those of our allies, and all private purchasers are seeking sup- 
plies, there will be constant pressure upon every producer to maintain 
the curve of his factory activity at the peak; and competition will 
restrict prices within limits compatible with the extraordinary con- 
ditions which the near future will impose upon American business. 
Under these circumstances, also, every Americayi plant, at the close 
of the war, will be in the pink of condition and ready to cope with the 
expanding foreign trade which will at once be offered to us by rea- 
son of the reconstruction of Europe. , 

Under this plan American producers will make money, heaps of 
it. Here is the only point wher • legislation can helpfully enter the 
situation. The profits must be shared with the government through 
a graduated tax upon earnings which will not depress or destroy any 
' industry and which will make sure that every operator opens his 
pocket wide to the federal tax-gatherer. In this way we may tind 
both production and revenue— without which no modern war can be. 
carried on. 

J A WRONG ASSUMPTION 

Secretary of War Raker evidently entertains some doubt as to 
the ability of American soldiers to keep their ammunition out of the 
hands of the Germans. Some time ago the Senate asked the Secre- 
tary whether American ammunition is interchangeable with French 
and British ammunition, and whether there would be any advantage 
in such interchangeability. In his reply, printed in the Congressional 
Record of Jinn 2!), Mr. Raker explains that British and French cart- 
ridges cannot be used in American rifles and machine guns, and later 
says,: 

"In case of an enemy, this lack of interchangeability 
ammunition may be of material advantage, but in case of an 
ally, it is a decided disadvantage." 

The assertion that lack of interchangeable may be a material 
advantage in case of an enemy can be based upon no other theory 
than the enemy is likely to capture our ammunition and use-it in 
their guns. Quite likely there will be some capturing of ammunition 
on both sides before the war is over, but we have great confidence 
that we shall capture ten German cartridges where they capture one 
American. We shall be at the disadvantage, then, of not being able 
to use the cartridges in our rifles and machine guns. Down on the 
Mexican border wc have had Americans killed by ammunition made 
in America but used by Mexicans. We don't expect to repeat the ex 
perience in Europe. If lack of interchangeability is to be an advant- 
age, then the outlook is poor for a victory in our war with Germany.

D, C, July 18 — The 
Committee on Sped Stocks of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
has compiled a list of county agents 
In the South in whose counties there- 
Is a surplus of oats suitable for fall 
seeding. Tins list is divided into three 
sections: 

1. Counties where the agents ac- 
tually report surpluses. 

2. Counties from which no reports 
have been received, but which are be- 
lieved to have stocks in excess of local 
needs. 

3. Counties in TexaB where there 
are considerable surpluses of Hed 
Rustproof oats from spring seeding.

Mould Reform Congressional Record 

The recent Insertion in the Con- 
gressional Record by a Member from 
California of 483 telegrams, all print- 
ed in largo type, was the "straw which 
broke the camel's back" with Repub- 
lican Representative Joseph Walsh of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Walsh has made 
u careful compilation of the "exten- 
sions of remarks" which have been in- 
dulged In by Members during the pres- 
ent session, that is, matter printed in 
the Record which has not been heard 
on tho floor of the House. He finds 
that 29 poems, 54 editorials, 70 ar- 
ticles and 26 speeches by outsiders, be- 
sides hundreds of letters and tele- 
grams from constituents yearning to 
inform their Congressman how to run 
the Government have been thus em- 
balmed in the public records. The 
abuse has grown to such proportions 
that Mr. Walsh has given formal no- 
tice to the House that he will hereaf- 
ter object whenever request Is made 
for such extensions. By so doing he 
will save the Government thousands 
of dollars, and confine the Congres- 
sional Record to what It purports to 
be, a report of the proceedings of 
Congress. 

Treat All Alike 
Senator Frank R Brandegee of Con- 
necticut has succeeded in having cot- 
ton included in the list of products 
which have been added to the food 
bill and Included under the restric- 
tions on price and production con- 
tained in that measure. In presenting 
the amendment the Senator called at- 
tention to the fact that there would 
probably be a short crop of cotton this 
year, and as no article was more uni- 
versally used In war, both In the man- 
ufacture of explosives, and In tents, 
uniforms, etc., there was every reason 
why its production and price should 
be carefully regulated. Of course the 
Southern Democrats voted against 
the amendment, supported by two or 
three northern members of that party, 
who are ever ready to assist their 
southern brethren In coddling the pro 
ducts of that section of the country at 
the expense of the North. 

Law Aimed at Pood Pirates 
Congressman Benjamin K. Focht of 
Pennsylvania considers that It Is quite 
useless to talk about conserving the 
food that we now have on hand, as 
all our reserve supply has been ship- 
ped abroad, but we should bend our 
energies to saving the supply that will 
soon be harvested, and fixing reason- 
able prices for It. Mr. Focht does not 
believe that the food bill will ad- 
versely affect the farmer, but holds 
that if it Is efficiently administered It 
will begin and end with the specula- 
tor and the man who hoards. "It Is 
the pirate who fixes the prices" thst 
the bill is aimed at, and the Congress- 
man hopes that the President and Mr. 
Hoover will direct their efforts against 
that class of men, but If they try to 
regulate the farmer Mr. Focht sees 
nothing but trouble ahead. 

To Protect Migratory Birds

RUSSIA IS IN THE THROES OF A 
BITTER HOME RULE FIGHT 

Pctrograd, July 18— Russia is in the 
throes of a "home rule" fight which to- 
day has assumed Important second 
only to the war. It was the direct 
cause of Russia's cabinet split. Ukra- 
nia, Finland and Kronstadt are all 
seeking home rule— not Independence. 

Tho cabinet resignation of cadet 
members followed revealatious that 
Foreign Minister Tereschenko and 
Minister of Communications, Tseretell 
had gone to Ukrania and signed an 
agreement that Ukranian officials 
should be responsible only to the Uka- 
raniau congress. The cabinet crisis 
causes excitement here. All Monday 
night there were crowds on tho streets 
and thero was the greatest display of 
fire arms since the revolution. At mid- 
night automobiles carrying rapid fire 
guns and armed soldiers dashed up 
and down the N'evski Prospect, dis- 
persing the crowds. 

M. Tscheidze, president of the sol- 
diers' and workmens' council was in 
Hclsingfors, Finland today, endeavor- 
ing to adjust the "home rule" fight 
there.
